The changes in the budget are Industry 


necessary for bookkeeping purposes. 
The present budget, drafted in Feb- 
ruary, includes a VAT net revenue of 
1L2,500n.: this figure was estimated 
because at the time the VAT rate 
was unknown. 

With the fixing of the rate at 8 
per cent, the Treasury is able to 
give exact figures: gross revenue is 
estimated at 114,500m. and expen- 
diture at 1L.2,000m. (leaving the net 
revenue at IL2,500m.). 

The state budget. will thus in- 
crease from the present 1.85,200m. 
to over 1L87,000m. 

Most of the new expenditure will 
go on paying VAT costs when im- 
porting defence equipment. In addi- 
ton there will be VAT costs of 
other imports, and the remainder, 
about 1L250m., is to cover VAT on 
the basic commodities,

Presiding judge Ernesto de Silva 
said sentencing of the 13 mercena~- 
ries would take place “in the mid- 
dle of next week.” The prosecution 
js demanding the full penalty of 
death by firing squad for all the 
accused. 

Golding the microphone with his 
manacled hands, Callan in halting, 
confused tones said, “I am not 
proud of my actions, and any sen- 
tence you give, I am prepared to 
take. 


‘More than anything I am afraid 
of prison. No one wants to die, but 
I am prepared to die.” 

He kept telling the judge to “ask 
me Straight, give it to me straight.” 
‘Then with a wild look in ‘his dark 
eyes, he stared up at the ceiling 
and couldn't seem to get anything 
more across. 

The judge finally told him to sit 
down but it wasn't until American 
Gus Grillo whispered and nudged 
him that he complied. 

One by one, the other dozen mer- 
cenaries behind the. velvet rope in 
the dock pleaded for their lives.

Viking sends back Mars 
photos as landing nears 


PASADENA, California. — Tower- 
ing volcances and deep, canyon-like 
rifts were photographed by the U.S. 
Viking spacecraft as it moved close 
to Mars over the weekend and pre- 
pared to orbit the planet. A part 
of Viking is due to land on Mars 
on July 4, the day the U.S. marks 
its bicentenary. 

The pictures sent back to earth 
by the unmanned craft showed that 
Mars is brighter than expected, ap- 
parently because of large clouds 
of water vapour in the scanty at- 


mosphere. + 

“It's pretty exciting,” said Dr. 
James Cutts, a member of the team 
studying the early photographs. Al- 
though the extensive water vapour 
over a huge depression called Hel- 
las was unexpected, he said, it did 
not necessarily mean that Mars 
had more water than experts had 
thought. “You need only a very 
small amount of water to make a 
cloud.” στὰ etyew, τὰ Seid 

The presence of even a small 
amount of water on the surface 
could allow primitive life forms to 
exist — that is if there had ever 
been life on Mars. 

The photographs showed frost in 
some areas, apparently frozen car- 
bon dioxide rather than water, and 
ice filling the bottoms of ancient 
craters. 

Cutts said that the most recent 
Pictures, taken by the four-ton Vi- 
king as it approached the planet's 
southern hemisphere, were “specta- 


cular. They give an impression of 
the grand scale of the ‘landscape 
in a way we've never seen before.” 
Many of the features, such ag a 
volcanic mountain at least 25 kms. 
high and a deep canyon more than 
4,000 kms. long, were Srst observed 
by the Mariner 9 spacecraft Jn 1971. 

Final preparationa were: being 
made yesterday to put Viking Into 
orbit around Mars lester in the 
day, The orbit will become smaller 
as the craft circles for about 10 
days surveying the proposed landing 
site at the mouth of o huge rift 
valley in an area called Chryse, 

If the site appears to contain no 
major hazards, the landing vehicle 
will separate from the mother ship 
on July 4 and, slowed by & para- 
chute and the firing of braking rock- 
ets, will reach the surface of the 
planet that evening, 

Experiments to be carried out 
over the foll weeks are de- 
signed to detect the presence of 
living organisms. 

An identical Viking ‘probe, launch- 
ed last-September, three weeks after 
the spacecraft now n Mars, 
is also speeding towards the planet. 
It is due to touch down on Mars 
on about September 4, : 

The Viking programme is Am 
ica's first attempt to land a craft 
on Mars. The Soviets have tried 
several times, but have failed to get 
much useful data from the surface.

This gap has now been furlled 
by the determination of the Ma- 
ronite Christian minority to retain 
their position of economic, political 
and cultural privilege.

Even by 1972 the South was be- 
coming deserted the tenant 
farmers sent their women and 
children to Sidon, Beirut and Tri- 
poli, but even they left when the 
water wells, housing and security, 
broke down, only to be left in a 
constant state of disrepair despite 
urgent pleas to the Beirut poli- 
ticians. 


Other immigrants poured into 
Beirut and Tripoli not only from 
the north and south. but also from 
the agricultural areas. 

Once in the cities they lived side 
by side with another set of im- 
migrants, the Palestinians, who 
came in 1948 after the first Arab- 
Israeli war and in 1970 after the 
civil war in Jordan, in which an 
estimated 20,000 Palestinians were 
killed or wounded. 

Today these immigrants, both 
native Lebanese and Palestinians, 
constitute the backbone of the “Le- 
banese National Movement,” the 
moderately left-wing coalition led 
by the Socialist Party leader, KXamal 
Junblatt. 

Like many of Lebanon’s political 


Jeaders since independence in the 
late 1940s, Junblatt comes from an 
important land-owning family which 
dominates the political and economic 
life of his community. 

But unlike the other feudal chiers 
whose paramilitary forces now fight 
each other in the Lebanon, Junblatt 
has renounced his  land-owning 
rights and runs his community and 
the Druse sect which he heads along 
communal lines. 


Tt is this fact, more than his poli- 
ties, which has earned him the sup- 
port of Lebanon's oppressed maj- 
ority. 

It is not likely that this combins- 
tion of the urban poor, the landless 
peasantry and Palestinian immi- 
grants will be willing to go back 
to anything short of a i γ- 
reformed state in which they car 
expect an improved standard of 
living.
